Madume Parepa-Rosa,
w4 a1 oratorio singer, is even more attractive
than In most of her celebruted operatio roles,
amd thers ure few, If any, better choruses in
she country than the Handel and Haydn Soclery.
When Rossinl's Stabal Mater was given by &
similar comblnation atthe Academy, last winter,
the otliet roles were assigned to Brignoli, Far-
rantl, and Fortuna, and the indolence of the
first, the inevitable vivacity ol the second, and
the general obtuseness of the laat, came near
making a failure of the whole affalr. But last
evening the Handel and Haydn Soclely were so
fortunate as to secure the assistance of one of
the most eminent tenors in the country, in the
person of Mr, Simpson, while Mr, Taylor pos
pesses o fine bass volee, which fully and trinmph-
antly encountered all the difficulties of his role,

But, notwithstanding the great sucoess which
was achieved last evening, there was one feature
of the affair agairet which we wish to enter a
protest. Osten=ibly, “The Creatlon” was given

by the Handel and Haydn Sodlety, asaisied by |

Mme Parepa-Rosa and her colleagues. The
realily was precigely the reverse, and the handbills
shou'd have stated that the entertainment was
fobe given by M'me Parepa-Rosa, assisted by
he Handet and Haydn ochorus, ete, Wo uun-
derstand that it was the original Intentlon to
have the sopranc part sustaioed by unother
lady, whether of this city or elsewhere we are
not informed; but thut Lthe presence of the great
songstress in  Trenton, N, J.,, on Tues-
~dny evening, led to a suvccessful effort
in secuting her services for the
oceasion. We have no objection to Hstening to
M'me Parepa-Rosn once or twice a week through.
out the year; but wo sincerely regret that the
origiual scheme wns chaoged by her employ-
ment., The Haundel! and Haydn, and similar
musical associations of this city, were organized
with the ostensible view of fostering and bring-
ing out home talent; aud yel, year alter year, they
adopt the Inmentable device ol employing forelgn
artists, for the sake of overwhelming houses,
As a financial experiment it probably pays well,
notwithstanding the tact that from $600 to $700
were withdrawn from the Haodel and Haydn
exchequer to pay the exorbitant fees demanded
by the eminent artists from abroad who ap-
peared last evening. But if these amateur
musgical eocleties are to be thus devoted to
mere agency tor the exhibition of foreign pro-
fessionals, in our opinion thelr original pur-
poses are being perverted, and they need a re-
frganigation on u more (iting basis,

We suppose that we shall be met by the
eounter-argument that there are no artists in
the ranks of our home socleties who are capable
of sustaining the leading solo rofes with sufii-
elent eclat and brillinncy., BEven if this were the
oane, It does not avail the societies which thus
habitually depart from the path marked out
for them at the begloning., It §8 just as
yessonable to” claim that the Walnut Street
Theatre wonld have been crowded to
guffocation lust evening, if Mr, Edwin
Porrest bad not been on the boards, and one
of the rogular stock company had appeared in
fhe disgmee of the Cardioal Duke, In all like-
Mbood there would have been a beggarly array
of empty benches to reward the audacity of the
manager; bul it should be remembersd that the
avowed object of our Lheatres i# to present u
swocession of stars, to whom the sssiat-
snce ol the stock company is
Indispensable in more  WAys than
ene, while the avowed object of our mu-
pical societies, as already siated, is the encou-
ragement and development of home talent, Yet
wedonot feel disposed o scknowledge that
there are no amatear singers resideut in this
#ity who are not abundantly qualified, both by
mature and traiving, to interpret all the turns
and orooks in Haydn's diflicult score, und that
with success, The lamented Perelli conclu-
plvely established the faet that the great
maestros were not above the comprehension of
our own amateurs, but we* imagine that his
success would hnve been sadly marred If he

had impressed Brignoil or Parepa-Ross
into his wservice, It I8 only necessary
for onr museal socleties- to  uccept

the truth of this demonstration, to bring about
& change which will be hailed with joy by all
frue lovers of musie In our mudst. We trost
that the Handel and Haydn, the Mendelssohn,
$he Bengerbund, the Mwnuerchor, and all the
rest of ouMieservedly celebrated musical asso-
